the largest gas pipelines traversing 
Arkansas, will not protest a Pub- 
lic Service Commission Tax Di- 
vision assessed valuation of $8,670,- 
800 for 
1956-basis of • property 


taxes payable next year. 


This assurance was given by at- 


torneys for the company who con- 
ferred this week with Tax Divi- 
sion officials. The lawyers insisted 
Ihe assessment was excessive, but 
Tax Division Director Earl Bcr- 


•t'.ty expressed the belief it was, if 
anything, lower than would be jus- 
tified if a more realistic assign- 
ment 
of revenues 
to Arkansas 


were made. 


He warned that next year he 


will require additional data with 
regard to apportionment of income, 
which is one of the factors used in 
setting up a valuation at 20 per 
cent of estimated market 
value. 


Last year's 
valuation, on which 


taxes are being paid this year, was

Although the crush of humanity
